FACILITY EVALUATION

Facility
This facility consists of (5) confinement building housing a capacity of 4,799 swine. Manure is stored in below-building
pits. Manure structures were observed during the inspection and no discharge was noted. Mortalities are disposed of by

composting. Ms. Jessica Ragsdale and Mr. Steve Kruse were present and interviewed during the inspection.

Manure Management Plan (MMP)
The MMP and manure application records were reviewed during the inspection. It was noted that Statement of Intent

forms were not available for the fields not owned or rented that are receiving manure. These must be submitted to this
office for review and then are required to be part of the facility records and available during inspections. No other

deficiencies were noted.

Bulk Bins
During the facility inspection, it was noted that feed was contained in a bulk bin feed system. The bins, feed tubes and

various attachments appeared to be intact and effectively containing feed. 1 did not observe feed spilled on the ground
from feed transfer to the bins. This part of the operation should be inspected frequently as runoff water could carry spilled
feed into a water of the state where it could create violations of state water quality standards. Discharge of such
pollutants would potentially require a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit.

Dead Animal Composting
Dead animals are disposed of by composting. During the facility inspection the covered compost structure was observed.

Wood shavings are used as bulking agent. No evidence of compost leachate runoff leaving the compost area or ponding
water in the area was observed. As a reminder, livestock mortalities must be incorporated into the composting process
within 24 hours after death. The compost must be maintained with an adequate base layer (from 12 to 24 inches thick,
depending on the size and number of mortalities), with 6 to 12 inches between carcasses, and an additional 12 inches of
cover material around carcasses at all times. Cover should be maintained to control runoff and to prevent access by
scavenging animals. This part of the operation should be inspected frequently.

Bio-Security
Prior to the inspection, bio-security was discussed with Ms. Ragsdale and it was agreed upon that DNR bio-security SOP
would be followed along with some additional measures requested by Mr. Kruse. The bio-security as discussed was

followed during the inspection.

REQUIREMENT

e All fields receiving manure in the MMP that are not owned or rented by the producer must have a signed
Statement of Intent form as part of the facility records. Submit these forms to this office within 30 days receipt of

this report and add them to the facility records (667 IAC 65.17(13)e).

RECOMMENDATION

»  Regularly walk around the facility to monitor for discharges and needed repairs.

o The facility, as observed, was considered a Large CAFO based on the capacity of animals at the animal feeding

operation,
